NOW  KNOW  YE,  that  I,  the  said  John  Henry  Johnson,  do  hereby 
declare  that  the  following  Complete  Specification,  under  my  hand  and 
seal,  fully  describes  and  ascertains  the  nature  of  the  said  Invention,  and  5 
in  what  manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed,  in  and  by  the  following 
statement,  that  is  to  say  : — 


This  Invention  consists  of  a  dental  wash,  composed  of  the  following 
ingredients  in  the  proportions  herein  mentioned,  that  is  to  say : —

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The  essential  oils  are  to  be  mixed  together,  and  the  said  mixture  is 
then  to  be  added  to  the  proportion  of  alcohol  above  mentioned.  The 
desired  tint  may  be  imparted  to  the  mixture  by  the  aid  of  cochineal,  and 
the  whole  is  to  be  filtered,  after  which  it  will  be  ready  for  use,  Many  of  20 
the  essential  oils  herein-before  mentioned  may  be  replaced  by  equivalents, 
such,  for  example,  as  the  essential  oil  of  aniseed  for  the  essential  oil  of 
badiane  or  star  aniseed,  and  the  essential  oil  of  geranium  for  the  pure 
essential  oil  of  roses. 


It  may  be  here  observed  that  the  composition  herein-before  described  25 
constitutes  the  new  wash  in  its  pure  state,  and  that  the  substitutions 
above  referred  to  are  indicated  for  the  reason  that  a  large  quantity  of  the 
essential  oils  of  aniseed  and  of  roses  of  commerce  contain  in  notable  pro¬ 
portions  the  equivalents  mentioned,  the  use  of  which  as  and  for 
the  purpose  referred  to  the  Inventors  consider  as  part  of  their  said  JO 
Invention. 

The  proportions  herein-before  mentioned  have  been  found  to  give  the 
best  results,  but  the  Inventors  do  not  confine  or  restrict  themselves  to 
those  precise  proportions  as  they  may  be  varied  slightly  according  to  the 
richness  or  purity  of  the  ingredients  employed.  35 

Having  now  described  and  particularly  ascertained  the  nature  of  the 
said  Invention,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  same  is  or  may  be  used  or

carried  into  effect,  I  would  observe  in  conclusion  that  what  I  consider 
to  be  novel  and  original  and  therefore  claim  as  the  Invention  is, — 

Eirst.  The  manufacture  of  a  dental  wash  composed  of  the  herein¬ 
before  described  essential  oils  mixed  with  alcohol,  substantially  in  the 
5  proportions  and  of  the  strength  herein  specified. 

Second.  The  dispensing  with  all  liquids  other  than  alcohol,  essential 
oils,  and  coloring  matter  in  the  manufacture  of  a  dental  wash,  as  herein¬ 
before  described.
